Senators say proposal needs major ehanges before passage 


WASHINGTON | Senators dug in their heels 
Tuesday, pushing back against dire warn- 
ings from the government’s top economic 
officials of recession, layoffs and lost homes 
if Congress doesn’t quickly approve the Bush 
administration’s emergency $700 billion 
financial bailout plan.

WASHINGTON I Up to three more 
combat brigades could be available 
to go to Afghanistan beginning 
next spring, in answer to repeated 
calls from commanders for more 
troops, Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates said Tuesday. 

Gates told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee that more 
forces can’t be 
committed now 
without extend- 
ing combat tours 
or changing troop 
deployments. 
But, in response 
to prodding from 
the committee’s 
chairman. Sen. Carl Levin, D-Mich., 
Gates said they probably could go in 
the spring and summer of 2009. 

The military shortfall in Afghan- 
istan has been a common complaint 
from commanders. While the num- 
ber of U.S. troops in Afghanistan 
has grown from fewer than 21,000 
two years ago to more than 31,000 
today, the senior U.S. general there 
said last week that he needs at 
least 10,000 more ground troops, 
beyond the 3,700 Army soldiers 
due in the country early next year.

P 0 L I T I C S I Turmoil in the financial 
industry and growing pessimism

Just 9 percent of those surveyed 
rated the economy as good or excel- 
lent, the first time that number has 
been in single digits since just before 
the 1992 election. Just 14 percent 
said the country is heading in the 
right direction, equaling its record 
low in polls dating back to 1973. 

Last week’s near-meltdown in 


the financial markets and sub- 
sequent debate in Washington 
over a proposed government bail- 
out have made the economy even 
more important in the minds of 


voters. Fully 50 percent called the 
economy and jobs the single most 
important issue that will determine 
their vote. 

More voters trust Obama to 


deal with the economy, and he has 
a big edge as the candidate who is 
more in tune with the economic 
problems Americans now face. He 
also has a double -digit advantage 
on handling current problems on 
Wall Street. As a result, there has 
been a rise in his support overall. 
The poll found that, among likely 
voters, Obama now leads McCain 
by 52 percent to 43 percent.

NORRISTOWN, PA. | A woman admit- 
ted she helped her troubled, bul- 
lied 14-year-old son build a cache 
of weapons by buying him a rifle 
and gunpowder, but investigators 
still don’t know whether she was 
aware her son was planning a deadly 
school attack. 

Michele Cossey, 46, pleaded 
guilty Tuesday in Norristown to 
one count of child endangerment. 
She admitted that she bought him 
a rifle with a laser scope and gun- 
powder, which investigators said he 
was using to build grenades. 

Prosecutors said her son, Dillon, 
came idolize the Columbine High 
School shooters and was planning 
an attack last year on Plymouth 
Whitemarsh High School. 

Cossey, bullied over his weight, 
had left public school in sev- 
enth grade and was being home- 
schooled. Overtime, violent Internet 
sites fueled his revenge fantasies, 
his defense lawyer said.

Montgomery County Assistant 
District Attorney Christopher Pari- 
si said he thought purchasing the 
weapons was “an attempt to boost 
his self-esteem, and in some way 
help the child, as misplaced as those 
thoughts may have been.” 

Michele Cossey’s sentenc- 
ing hearing won’t happen until 
after she undergoes a psychiatric 
evaluation. The maximum pos- 
sible prison term is 334 to 7 years.

Company promises it 
will not cut redwoods, 
ending long struggle 

SCOTIA, CALIF. I After more than 20 
years of protests, the last two peo- 
ple living in the giant redwoods of 
Northern California were climb- 
ing down for good, convinced by 
the new owners of the forest that 
the ancient trees would be spared 
from the saw. 

Having lived nearly 200 feet off 
the ground for 11 months, Nadia 
Berg seemed unsure of her footing 
on the lush forest floor of Humboldt 
County’s Nanning Creek grove. She 
had made herself at home in a tree 
dubbed Grandma, a massive double 
redwood, and had grown accus- 
tomed to the ways of the woods. 

“Being here, for me, hasn’t been 


a sacrifice,” said the 22-year-old 
Alberta native, still in her harness 
after rappelling down Grandma 
last week for the final time. 


Berg’s neighbor, Billy Stoetzer, 
a 22-year-old activist, came down 
last week, too, after living for nearly 
a year in a shelter in the branches

of Spooner, a 300 -foot mammoth 
at least 1,500 years old. 

With that, the great timber 
wars of the North Coast came to 
an end. 

It was a long, twilight struggle 
that redefined environmental activ- 
ism and introduced the American 
public to a new type of civil disobe- 
dience — tree-sitting. 

So quietly did the truce happen 
that almost no one involved can 
believe it. But the drawn-out, some- 


times violent, battles between Pacif- 
ic Lumber Co. and environmental 
activists who flocked here to save 
the trees, are history. Pacific Lum- 
ber has new owners, a new name — 
Humboldt Redwood Co. — and a 
new pledge to protect old trees. 

The end began a few weeks ago, 
when Michael Jani, the president 
and chief forester of the new Hum- 
boldt Redwood Co., hiked into the 
woods to meet the tree-sitters. 

“I went out, looked at the trees, 
looked at the stand of trees that 
were around them, and I explained 
to them that under our policy, we 
would not be cutting those trees,” 
Jani said. 

Environmentalists are cautious- 
ly optimistic that the company will 
do as it promises.The tree-sitters at 
the Nanning Creek and Fern Gully 
groves have been clearing out their 
encampments, removing their 
platforms and figuring out what 
to do with the rest of their lives.

With Iranian leader 
in the crowd, president 
affirms terror stance 

UNITED NATIONS I Iran’s leader 
flashed a thumbs-down Tuesday as 
President Bush denounced Tehran 
as a sponsor of global terrorism in 
his farewell address to the United 
Nations. 

Then Bush got less than 10 sec- 
onds of polite applause at the end 
of a speech in which he urged world 
leaders to take “an unequivocal 
moral stand” against suicide bomb- 
ings, hostage taking and other ter- 
ror tactics. 

It was a decidedly low-key 
appearance, rehashing familiar 
themes, devoid of the passion Bush 
displayed in the early years of his 
presidency when he summoned the 
world after Sept. 11, 2001, to a battle 
against terrorism and tried to win 
U.N. backing for the war in Iraq. 

The president tried to speak 
reassuringly to the leaders about 
the financial upheaval on Wall 


Street that has forced him to set 
aside core principles of capitalism 
and authorize government take- 
overs of failing companies. 

“I can assure you that my admin- 
istration and our Congress are work- 
ing together to quickly pass legisla- 
tion approving this strategy,” Bush 


told the General Assembly. “And I’m 
confident we will act in the urgent 
time frame required.” 

At the General Assembly, Iranian 
President Mahmoud Ahmadingad sat 
in the massive hall and seemed intent 
on showing disinterest as Bush spoke. 
Turning to an aide as Bush spoke. 


Ahmadinejad made a fist and turned 
his thumb down to the desk. 

Bush said regimes like Syria and 
Iran continue to sponsor terror but

NASA: Sun’s 
Internal Furnace 
Has Weakened 

WASHINGTON I The sun has dialed 
back its furnace to the lowest levels 
seen in the space age, new measure- 
ments from a space probe show. 

But don’t worry — it’s too small 
a difference to change life on Earth, 
scientists said Tuesday. 

The solar wind — a stream of 
charged particles ejected from the 
sun’s upper atmosphere at 1 million 
miles per hour — is significantly 
weaker, cooler and less dense than 
it has been in 50 years, according to 
new data from the NASA-European 
solar probe Ulysses. The cause for 
the sun’s slight weakening seems 
to be a change in its magnetic flux, 
said Dave McComas of the South- 
west Research Institute, (ap)

Report: Pakistan 
Soldiers Shoot 
Down U.S. Drone 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Pakistani 
soldiers and tribesman shot down 
a suspected U.S. military drone 
close to the Afghan border Tuesday 
night, three intelligence officials 
said. If verified, it apparently would 
be the first time a pilotless aircraft 
was brought down over Pakistan 
and likely would add to tensions 
between Washington and Islam- 
abad over recent U.S. incursions 
into the country’s tribal regions. 

In the latest fighting, troops 
backed by helicopter gunships and 
artillery killed at least 50 militants 
in the Kohat region since Monday, 
said an army spokesman, Maj.

Gunman Kills II at School in Finland

Man who left threats 
on YouTube fatally 
shoots students, self 

KAUHAJOKI, FINLAND I A masked 
gunman whose violent YouTube 
postings prompted police to ques- 
tion him just a day earlier opened 
fire Tuesday at his trade school in 
Finland, killing 10 people and burn- 
ing some of their bodies before fatal- 
ly shooting himself in the head. 

Witnesses said panic broke out 
as the gunman, dressed in black and 
carrying a large bag, started firing 
in a classroom during an exam. The 
shootings began just before 11 a.m. 
as about 150 students were at the 
Kauhajoki School of Hospitality, 180 
miles northwest of Helsinki. 

“I heard several dozen rounds 
of shots; in other words, it was an 


automatic pistol,” school janitor 
Jukka Forsberg told Finnish broad- 
caster YLE. 

Police had questioned the gunman 


on Monday about YouTube postings 
in which he is seen firing a pistol and 
warning, “You will die next,” but he 
was released because there was no 


legal reason to hold him. Interior 
Minister Anne Holmlund said. 

Police spokesman Jari Neulani- 
emi said the attacker walked into 
the school armed with a .22-caliber 
pistol and carrying explosives. He 
killed 10 people, including a teacher, 
and burned some of them beyond 
recognition, Neulaniemi said. 

Neulaniemi said the gunman 
left two handwritten messages at 
the school dormitory saying he had 
planned the attack since 2002 and 
that he hated the human race. 

It was Finland’s second school 
massacre in less than a year, and the 
two attacks had eerie similarities. 
Both gunmen posted violent clips 
on YouTube, both were fascinat- 
ed by the 1999 Columbine school 
shootings in Colorado, and both 
died after shooting themselves in 
the head, marius turula (ap) 


U.S. Soldiers Kill Iraqi Sunni Leader 


BAGHDAD I American soldiers acci- 
dentally fatally shot the leader of a 
local U.S.-allied Sunni group Tues- 
day after coming under attack in a 
volatile area north of Baghdad, the 
military said. 

The latest friendly-fire incident 
came as tensions have been rising 
among the groups known as the Sons 


of Iraq, or awakening councils. 

The head of the group in Siniyah, 
Jassim al-Garrout, was killed after 
he rushed to the site of an ambush 
against U.S. forces in the area, 
which lies between the northern oil- 
hub of Beiji and Saddam Hussein’s 
hometown of Tikrit, according to 
witnesses and police, (ap)

MANCHESTER, ENGLAND I As amuti- 
ny swirled in his ranks and pundits 
took aim, British Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown stood before his par- 
ty’s faithful Tuesday and argued that 
the qualities his critics disparage — 
his seriousness and lack of flair — 
are exactly what Britain needs as 
it faces economic turmoil. 

Joking about his gloomy 
demeanor, a relaxed Brown thrilled 
his governing Labour Party’s annual 
meeting with an address studded 
with pledges on totemic issues for 
loyalists and sharp attacks on the 
main opposition Conservatives. 

“Everyone knows that I’m all in 
favor of apprenticeships, but let me 
tell you, this is no time for a novice,” 
Brown said with a grin, delivering a 
swipe at his two young rivals: Con- 
servative leader David Cameron 
and, within his own party. Foreign 
Secretary David Miliband. 

Plummeting poll ratings, and 
anger over rising gas and food 
prices have prompted a simmering 
rebellion within the Labour Party, 
whose members fear Brown lacks 
the eloquence to win over voters in 
the next election. Dissidents have 
urged Brown to step aside. 

Brown used his address to the 
party to quell any mutiny. “I know 
who I am; I know what I want to do 
in this job. And I know the best way 
to deal with tough times is to face 
them down,” he said, david stringer (ap) 
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The price, in millions of dollars, of a new program by 
England’s Arts Council to give away 1 million theater tickets 
to people under26.

Stocks, currency fall 
amid news of Cabinet 
ministers’ resignation 

JOHANNESBURG, SOUTH AFRICA I 
South Africa’s stocks and currency 
reeled Tuesday on the news that the 
architect of the country’s economic 
success was resigning, but recovered 
somewhat after Finance Minister 
Trevor Manuel said he would serve 
in a new government. 

A brief statement from the 
office of President Thabo Mbeki — 
who was forced to resign over the 
weekend amid an internal African 
National Congress power struggle 
— listed 13 ministers and three 
deputies who had tendered their 
resignations from the 28 -member 
Cabinet, among them Manuel. 

The statement did not clari- 
fy that six of those who resigned, 
including Manuel, had already 
told the governing African Nation- 


al Congress that they were will- 
ing to serve a new government, 
expected to be in place by the end 
of the week. 

That important context came 
within an hour, from Manuel’s 
spokeswoman Thoraya Pandy. 


Pandy said Manuel and his 
respected deputy, Jabulani Moleke- 
ti, “want to make it clear that they 
are ready to serve the new admin- 
istration in any capacity that the 
incoming president deems fit.”

CERN: Collider Shut off Until Spring 


Previously announced 
repairs will run into 
winter shutdown time 

G E N E VA I Scientists will have to wait 
until spring to use the world’s largest 
particle collider for groundbreak- 
ing research because previously 
announced repairs will run into 
the normal winter shutdown, the 
operators said Tuesday. 

The European Organization 
for Nuclear Research earlier said 
an electrical failure Friday, nine 
days after the collider was started, 
released a large amount of liquid 


helium into the tunnel. 

Experts have gone into the 
17-mile circular tunnel housing the 
Large Hadron Collider to check on 
damage caused when an electrical 
connection between two magnets 
apparently melted, 
said James Gillies, 
spokesman for 
the organization, 
which is known as 
CERN. 

But they have to 
wait several weeks 
before the temper- 
ature can be raised 
from near absolute 


zero so they can actually go inside 
the equipment and fully assess the 
damage. Gillies said. 

But he added it is clear that at 
least two months will be needed 
for the whole procedure, includ- 
ing the rechilling of equipment to 
obtain the “superconducting” prop- 
erties needed to send subatomic 
particles streaming through the 
collider in beams that can be col- 
lided for studies. 

That would go past the shutdown 
already scheduled for CERN’s facil- 
ity to begin its winter break, which 
usually starts in mid-November.

Myanmar Frees 
9,000 Prisoners 


Longest-held inmate 
freed ahead of deadly 
protest’s anniversary 

YANGON, MYANMAR | Myanmar’s lon- 
gest-serving political prisoner was 
among more than 9,000 inmates 
freed Tuesday, days before the first 
anniversary of the junta’s deadly 
crackdown on anti-government pro- 
tests led by Buddhist monks. 

Win Tin, a journalist-turned- 
activist and aide to pro-democra- 
cy opposition leader Aung San Suu 
Kyi, was held for 19 years. He was 
one of at least seven political pris- 
oners released. Amnesty Interna- 
tional said. 

The rights group said there are 
an estimated 2,100 political pris- 
oners in Myanmar, which has been 
under military rule for 46 years and 
is one of the world’s poorest and 
most authoritarian nations. 

A longtime journalist and poet. 


while in prison Win Tin would 
write poems on the walls of his cell 
with ink made of brick powder and 
water, according to supporters who 
visited him. He said he would keep 
wearing his prison blues as a sign 
of protest against the military rul- 
ers, and he vowed to keep pressing 
for more freedom. 

“I have to continue with my 
unfinished task of trying to achieve 
democracy in Myanmar,” he said in 
Yangon after being released from 
Insein Prison. 

While incarcerated. Win Tin 
had two heart attacks and a hernia 
operation, and suffered from high 
blood pressure, diabetes and spinal 
inflammation, according to inter- 
national media groups. Now 78, he 
appeared alert and healthy despite 
recent reports of being ill. 

When asked how it felt to be free. 
Win Tin said, “I will be happy only 
when all political prisoners, including 
Aung San Suu Kyi are released.” (ap)

Post-ABC poll shows 
Gilmore lagging by 30 
points in senate raee 

Former Republican governor James 
S. Gilmore III has not gained any 
traction for his U.S. Senate cam- 
paign against Democratic candi- 
date Mark R. Warner over the past 
year, adding to Democratic hopes 
that the party will have two Vir- 
ginia senators next year for the 
first time since 1970, according 
to a new Washington Post-ABC 
News poll.

About four in 10 think Gilmore’s 
positions are about right, while 
31 percent said they are too con- 


servative. One in five said Warner’s 
views are too liberal.

Warner is ahead by nearly

Google’s Cell App Debuts 



T-Mobile’s G1 cell phone with Google software was unveiled on Tuesday in New 
York City. Google is giving away the Android softwareto third-party developers. 


T-Mobile s G1 phone 
is the first to use the 
company’s software 

N E W Y 0 R K I The first cell phone run- 
ning Google Inc.’s mobile software 
looks something like Apple’s iPhone 
and has a large touch screen, but 
it also packs a trackball, a slide- 
out keyboard and easy access to 
Google’s e-mail and mapping pro- 
grams. 

Google made its debut as a cell 
phone software provider Tuesday 
at an event where wireless carri- 
er T-Mobile said it will begin sell- 
ing the Gl phone for $179 with a 
two-year contract. The device hits 
U.S. stores Oct. 22. 

The phone will be sold in T-Mo- 
bile stores only in U.S. cities where 
the company has rolled out its fast- 
er, third-generation wireless data 
network. The phone does work on 
T-Mobile’s slower data network, but 
it’s optimized for faster networks. 

Sergey Brin and Larry Page, 
Google’s founders, made a surprise 
appearance at the launch. “It’s just 
very exciting for me as a computer 
geek to be able to have a phone that I 
can play with and modify and inno- 
vate upon just like I have with com- 
puters in the past,” Brin said. 

He said he’d written an applica- 


tion for Android already: When a 
user throws the phone into the air, 
the program records how long it 
takes until it lands, using the phone’s 
motion sensor. Brin acknowledged 
the wisdom of including such a 
program with an expensive phone 
is dubious. 

“We did not include that one by 
default,” he said. 


Google is giving away Android, 
the software that underlies the Gl, 
for free, and opening the operating 
system to third-party developers 
who can create their own programs. 
Google hopes that, in turn, mobile 
phones will provide even more 
ways for people to interact with 
the company’s advertising network.

Home Prices Fall 5.3 Percent in July 


Property values have 
slipped to levels last 
seen in October 2005 

WASHINGTON I Nationwide home 
prices in July fell a record 5.3 per- 
cent compared with a year ago, a 
government agency said Tuesday, 
and have now receded to October 
2005 levels. 

Prices were down 0.6 percent 
from June on a seasonally adjust- 
ed basis, according to the Federal 
Housing Finance Agency. 

The national decline in home 
values coupled with reckless lend- 
ing standards during the real estate 
boom are the driving forces behind 
rising mortgage defaults and fore-

closures. They have spurred a credit 
crisis that has shaken Wall Street 
and caused the Bush administration 
to propose a $700 billion bailout. 

The real estate industry expects 


more weak news Wednesday when 
the National Association of Real- 
tors releases existing home sales 
for August. 

The housing agency’s director, 
James Lockhart, suggested Tues- 
day that mortgage finance compa- 
nies Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac 
could loosen lending standards to 
help more homebuyers qualify for a 
loan and stabilize the market. The 
government took control of Fannie 
and Freddie earlier this month. 

“I expect any changes to reflect 
both safe and sound business strat- 
egy and attentiveness to the [com- 
panies’] mission,” Lockhart said 
Tuesday in testimony prepared for 
a Senate Banking Committee hear- 
ing.

Direction Change 


Truck company looks 
to change its focus to 
cars in North America 

DETROIT I Ford Motor Co.’s plan to 
morph itself from a truck company 
into a car company in North Amer- 
ica is backed by market research 
showing that a new line of global 
small cars will be well received in 
the United States when they go 
on sale in 2010, company execu- 
tives said. 

But getting from now until then 
will take more cash incentives in a 
shrinking U.S. market with fear- 
ful consumers and tight credit, the 
automaker’s top marketing execu- 
tive told reporters Monday night. 

Ford, trying to allay concerns 
about how it will be profitable as its 
primary market shuns high-dollar 
trucks and sport utility vehicles, 
put three top executives before 
reporters inside the factory just 
north of downtown Detroit that 
made the first Model T almost a 
century ago. 

Added cash incentives could be 
good news for consumers. Many of 
them need the money to increase 
down payments to qualify for 
financing, said Jim Farley, vice 
president of marketing. 

Yet the keys to Ford’s once again 
making money are in savings from 
developing models produced and 
sold globally, said Derrick Kuzak, 


group vice president of global prod- 
uct development. When models are 
engineered once and have common 
parts, they are far less costly to pro- 
duce and more profitable, he said. 

On the product side. Ford said it 
will leverage its expertise making 
top-selling small cars in Europe so 
it has top products in the U.S. and 
worldwide. U.S. market research, 
Kuzak said, shows that people will 
pay higher prices for Ford’s small cars

My mother had an accident in her 
Volvo S40 and is now shopping for 
a replacement. Would you have 
any specific recommendations for 
vehicles in this class & price range 
($29,000 base)? 

Have your mother take a look at the 
Toyota Corolla, which has been nice- 
ly updated for 2009. Its safe, fuel- 
efficient and available fully loaded 
for less than $21,000 — an overall 
better value than her S40. 

Lately, carmakers are making gas 
mileage the main focus of their 
commercials. Overlooking the fact 
that they don’t mention that the 
mileage they’re shouting about is 
highway, not city, I’m underwhelmed 
at the MPG they’re bragging about 
— as low as 24 MPG. I have a 2001 
VW Golf turbodiesel that was rated 
42/47 new and still averages about 
40. What’s up today? Can automak- 
ers truly not build a car that’s as 
fuel efficient as those built seven, 

10 or more years ago? 

I share your disgruntlement over the 
industry’s mpg bragging, which, as 
you point out, tends to emphasize 
highway mileage over city mileage. 
It would be better to talk about 
combined city-highway mileage. 
But, many times, for me at least, 
highway mileage is the easiest to 
monitor because most of my driv- 
ing is on the highway. But let’s not 
beat upon the industry for its sudden 
affection for good mileage, which 


is nothing more than a reflection 
of the American consumer’s new- 
found affection for the same. We’re 
all waking up from a cheap-gas 
hangover. Nobody should be point- 
ing fingers for the sins committed 
at that party. We all attended and 
had a hell of a good time. 


If you don’t

When do I need to put premium fuel 
in my car? I have been told to use 
only premium fuel for my 2006 Acura 
TSX. Is this really necessary or just 
marketing hype? 

Everybody, listen up: If you have a 
turbocharged engine, use premium. 
If you have a supercharged engine, 
used premium. If the owner’s man- 
ual says premium is “required,” use 
premium. If it says premium is “rec- 
ommended for best performance,” 
you can use a lower grade. You don’t 
need premium in a car designed 
to run on regular. Premium will 
not make a regular car run or feel 
better. If you don’t want to pay for 
premium fuel, don’t buy a car for 
which premium is required or rec- 
ommended.

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Four Days on the C&O 


Cyclists from expert 
to novice can bike 
the 185-mile canal 

TRAVELING I Can we all just get 
along? 

That question ran quietly 
through my mind as I prepared to 
lead a dozen work mates on a four- 
day bicycle ride along the C&O 
Canal from Cumberland in western 
Maryland to Washington. 

Prickly personalities weren’t 
the concern. The big gap in biking 
experience was. 

A few of us were veterans of 
weeks-long or even months-long 
expeditions in the saddle. Several 
others had barely been on a bike 
for years. Our bikes ranged from 
fancy wheels right out of the shop 
to tough old machines. 

And we had 184.5 miles to cover 
— together. 

Not a problem. There’s some- 
thing about the C&O that makes 
these differences not matter. 

Bicycling the canal, on a dirt 
towpath where mules once hauled 
barges, is like riding through a 
watercolor painting of nature all 
day. Spring, summer and deep into 
fall, it’s like inhaling a passage from 
“Walden” and exhaling a verse from 
Robert Frost. 

After splashing through the first 
dozen mud puddles, seeing the first 
of the turtles lazing on fallen trees 
in still water, and getting swallowed 
by the luscious greenery — as if we’d 
leaped into that painting — I knew 
we’d found our stride. 

The C&O, it turns out, is an 
ideal proving ground for casual 
cyclists looking to push their lim- 
its. It’s long, flat and traffic-free.

SAVING THE CANAL 

Thirty years after it went out of business, the C&O Canal seemed destined 
to become a paved parkway until Supreme Court Justice William 0. Douglas 
stepped in with a novel way to sway public opinion against bulldozers: 

Theardentconservationistwrotetoeditorsof The Washington Post 
and invited them to walkthe canal’s 185 miles with him. The paper had pub- 
lished editorials in favor of the road project. Douglas wanted the editors to 
seethe natural glorythat would be lost. They accepted. On March 20, 1954, 
the group setout. Douglas becameapied piper ofthe ecology movement 
as dozens of conservationists and interested citizensjoined the walkalong 
the way. Schoolchildren and townspeople cheered the hikers. The group 
walked foreight days, one in a driving snowstorm. Afterward, public opin- 
ion — and The Post’s editorial page — turned againstthe parkway. The land 
was preserved and, in 1971, became a national park, (ap) 


plus gorgeous. 

Those same qualities engage ded- 
icated cyclists, too, who can stretch 
the daily mileage if they want and 
speed a little faster through the 
same grand tapestry. 

And what a tapestry. On one 
side is the broad, rushing Potomac 
River; on the other, the placid canal. 
Above, a canopy of leaves. 

We often found ourselves three 
or more miles apart front to back 


as the days stretched out. We’d pair 
up to chat for a spell, drop back to 
take pictures or race ahead to visit 
a companion. 

We’d ride for tranquil periods with 
no one else from the group in sight — 
alone but never really alone. 

Expert riders can do it all in two 
days but won’t be stopping to smell 
the wildflowers. Three days on dirt 
is a good workout even for seasoned 

cyclists. CALVIN WOODWARD (AP)

Protection Is a Priority for Redskins 


Dallas’ 3-4 scheme 
could cause fits for 
Washingtons 0-line 

REDSKINS I The last time the Red- 
skins faced a 3-4 defense, coach Jim 
Zorn was less than pleased with 
the results. It was back in the pre- 
season, and the game against the Jets 
seems meaningless now. But Zorn 
ruminated over the implications of 
the game for several days, after QB 
Jason Campbell and the offensive 
line struggled to read New York’s 
blitzes and adjust protections. 

On Sunday, the Redskins 
face one of the NFL’s premier 3-4 
schemes, under far less hospitable 
conditions, with significantly more 
on the line. 

Washington and Dallas will 
play the latest edition of one of the 
league’s storied divisional grudge 
matches for the final time at Texas 
Stadium. There have been no lack 
of highlight reel plays from these 
meetings, but for all of the theatrics. 
Redskins- Cowboys games usually 
come down to simple brutality at the 
line of scrimmage, and which team 
manages to harass the quarterback 
with greater frequency. 

Washington’s veteran blockers 
are familiar with the challenges 


3-4 teams, it’s just inherent in the 
defense when you’ve got certain 
personnel,” said Jansen, the longest 
serving Redskin.

No Arenas, No Problem? 



Wizards front office: 
Playoffs are the goal 
with or without guard 

WIZARDS! The prospect of a month 
or two — or who knows how long? 

— without Gilbert Arenas has not 
dimmed the expectations of the 
men who run the Wizards. 

Sitting side by side Tuesday, presi- 
dent Ernie Grunfeld and coach Eddie 
Jordan made clear they expect their 
team to make the playoffs for a fifth 
consecutive season. Grunfeld’s stated 
goal is to earn home-court advan- 
tage for the first round. 

Last season’s trip to the postsea- 
son despite only 13 regular-season 
games from Arenas makes the duo 
optimistic about how the Wizards 
will fare while the All-Star guard 
recovers from a third operation on 
his left knee in the past 134 years. 

“We feel very confident in the 
players that we have and the way 
we played last year, the way we 
shared the ball, moved the ball, 
played defense and made the play- 
offs,” Jordan said.

through the four-block walk from 
his office to his home, and there is 
no getting around the notion that, 
at this very moment, it is quite pos- 
sible no one in the entire universe 
has it better than he. 

“My office is Wrigley Field,” he 
says, as if in disbelief. “I walk to 
work. I pitch for the Cubs. We’re 
going to the playoffs.” 


This is the Cubs’ third National 
League Central title in the past six 
years, a run of fortune that hasn’t 
occurred for this beleaguered fran- 
chise in nearly a century, but there is 
also a sense that this team is unlike 
the ones that came up short in 2003 
and 2007 .

CAPITALS I Golf may not be the sport 
he plays for a living, but it was on the 
links last month that new Capitals 
goalie Jose Theodore showed just 
how quick his transition to Wash- 
ington could be.

Richard Gere and 
Diane Lane reunite in 
‘Nights in Rodanthe’ 

CHUMS I Diane Lane and Rich- 
ard Gere have a special on-screen 
magic. They first sizzled 24 years 
ago as star-crossed lovers in Francis 
Ford Coppola’s “The Cotton Club.” 
Then they played an estranged cou-

She sets off for a weekend 
trip to Rodanthe, a small, resort 
town on the scenic Outer Banks of 
North Carolina, where she agrees 
to house-sit at a seaside inn run by 
her best friend, who’s going away on 
business. The place is deserted — 
it’s the off-season — but the locale 
is supposed to give her space. 

Her isolation ends with the arriv- 
al of a guest, a middle-aged man 
from the city. Recently divorced, 
this plastic surgeon has arrived in 
town to try to make peace with the 
relatives of a patient whose surgery 
went wrong. Together, these strang- 
ers share the same roof but are in 
their own worlds, trying to deal with 
their inner emotional turmoil. As a 
major storm closes in, they turn to 
each other for comfort and set off 
on a life-changing romance. 

Lane says she and Gere weren’t 
specifically looking for something to 
work on together, but it was a happy 
coincidence that it worked out. 

“I keep trying to find things that 
I can’t do with her, because it’s so 
obvious that we should be doing 
everything together,” Gere jokes.

INNOVATIONS I Just as vinyl once 
gave way to compact discs as the 
main physical medium for music, 
could CDs be replaced now by a 
fingernail-size memory card? 

Perhaps not entirely, but SanD- 
isk Corp., four major record labels 
and retailers Best Buy Co. and Wal- 
Mart Stores Inc. are hoping that 
albums sold on microSD memory 
cards will at least provide an addi- 
tional stream of sales. The com- 
panies plan to sell memory cards 
loaded with music in the MP3 for- 
mat, free of copy protections. 

Called “slotMusic,” the new for- 
mat is meant to address two inter- 
twined trends. Most albums are 
still sold in a physical format — 
449 million were sold on CDs in 
2007, while 50 million were sold dig- 
itally, according to Nielsen Sound- 
Scan — yet CDs are decreasingly 


popular. Albums sold on CD dropped 
almost 19 percent last year. 

Given this, the record labels are 
hoping slotMusic can be another 
physical revenue source — given 
the kinds of gadgets people carry 
around these days. 

Unlike when the CD was intro- 
duced and people had to buy new 


players, many people already have 
the ability to play slotMusic albums, 
since many cell phones and mul- 
timedia players support microSD 
cards. 

These new albums will come 
with a small USB dongle that lets 
buyers use them with computers,

SUGAR SHOCKER I Journalism can 
be a tough gig.

Cast-iron cookware 
makes a comeback in 
American kitchens 

Going Dutch is getting seriously 
stylish. 

Dutch ovens, that is. After about 
300 years as a staid kitchen work- 
horse, these heavy cast-iron pots 
have become must-have accessories 
for the cook who wants it all. And, 
until recently, bragging rights could 
set you back hundreds of dollars. 

But the success of high-end 
brands such as Le Creuset, whose 
iconic, brightly colored pots are 
as much display pieces as cook- 
ware, has spawned a fast-grow- 
ing kitchenware niche of cheaper 
knockoffs. 

Suddenly, splashy enameled 
cast-iron Dutch ovens seem to be 
everywhere. Martha Stewart has 
her own line at Macy’s, while ver- 
sions bearing the names of celeb- 
rity chefs Mario Batali, Paula Been 
and Rachael Ray are at retailers 
nationwide.

Even Lodge Manufacturing 
Company, the South Pittsburg, 
Tenn.-based maker of workaday 
cast-iron pans, during the past four 
years has launched two lines (mid- 
and low-cost) of colored enamel 
versions of its Dutch oven. 

The company says the low-cost 
line will represent 20 percent of its 
business by the end of this year. 

“To have made these strides so 


can braise and bake all in the same 
pot and make an economical meal, 
like a roast or soup. That’s why peo- 
ple are buying them.” 

Retailers across the spectrum 
have responded to the demand. The 
pots are standard fare for Williams- 
Sonoma, where a 15 l/2-quart red 
oval Le Creuset Dutch oven fetches 
$415, as well as for Wal-Mart, where 
a green 3 l/2-quart Tramontina 
goes for less than $30. 

Le Creuset and Batali brand 
Dutch ovens are among Sur la 
Table’s best selling items, says Ber- 
ing. And to keep up with demand, 
the company stocks 40 percent 
more of them now than they did 
just a few years ago, she says. 

Cast-iron Dutch ovens, which 
can be round or oval, have been 
around for centuries, dating to at 
least 17th-century Europe. Because 
they originally were intended for 
hearth-style cooking, most early 


versions had legs for standing them 
over a bed of coals. 

Then and now, they are prized 
for their ability to retain heat and 
moisture and move easily from the 
stovetop to the oven, making them 


ideal for stews, baked beans, roasts, 
braising, even baked goods. 

“They’re the original slow 
cookers,” says Vernon Winterton, 
author of “101 Things to do with a 
Dutch Oven.” 


Erin Boland was a reluctant 
convert to Dutch ovens, at least 
initially. She was happy with her 
electric slow- cooker, wasn’t sure 
she had the kitchen real estate to 
dedicate to another pot, and figured 
she’d someday inherit her mother’s 
black Dutch oven. 

Then the Reston, Va., freelance 
writer saw a black 9 l/2-quart Le 
Creuset on sale for half price at an 
outlet. Memories of her mother’s 
kitchen and macaroni and cheese 
with just the right crunch on top 
came flooding back. 

She says the memory alone was 
almost worth the $169.26 she paid 
for the pot. 

“As a kid, it was one of the few 
foods I would eat. I was quite a picky 
eater,” Boland says. “And it was the 
first thing I imagined myself mak- 
ing in my Dutch oven.” 

Lisa McManus, senior editor 
at Cook’s Illustrated magazine, 
says the hype about Dutch ovens 
is merited. She spent a month test- 
ing numerous models for a review. 
She says they excel at keeping 
food moist, and even double as a 
deep-fryer. 

“It’s one of those pots you buy 
once and hand down to your 
grandchildren,” McManus said.

Avast! Scurvy pirates invade the Inner Harbor on a new pleasure cruise 


ERIN TSCHANTRET, hands on her hips and 
a glint in her eyes, stands on the deck of a 
52-foot-long ship anchored in Fell’s Point. 
In her tricorn hat, short leather vest, gray 
short and red sport sandals she looks like a 
cross between Captain Jack Sparrow and the 
mom next door. And as she faces the crowd

assembled on the deck of her double- 
masted, skull-and-crossbones fly- 
ing vessel, the Fearless, it becomes 
clear that’s the point. In this zone 
where 19th-century American pri- 
vateers (pirates for hire) harassed 
the British navy so much that they 
deemed Baltimore “that nest of 
pirates,” Tschantret and her co- 
workers have launched a latter-day 
swashbuckler rebellion. 

Tschantret heckles a staffer, a 
shaggy-haired man dressed in a 
leather cap and ruffled shirt. “Tell 
them how you came by your name, 
Scarnose Jim,” she calls. Grinning, 
Scarnose (aka David Lustig), replies, 
“When I was a wee pirate, I tried 
to pick me nose with me sword. I 
missed.” The crowd cracks up. 

Corny jokes andyo-ho-ho and a 
bottle of rum talk has been floating 
around the Inner Harbor since July, 
when Tschantret and her mates, er 
partners, Cara Joyce and Lauren 
Bolin started taking guests on plea-

sure cruises as the Urban Pirates. 
On one-hour trips, these latter-day, 
not-so-high seas adventurers com- 
mandeer the Volvo engine-powered 
boat around the Inner Harbor. 

The trio got the idea for the buc- 
caneer biz after Joyce’s son attended 
a nautical-themed birthday party in 
Annapolis. They thought a modern 
pirate ship would be an ideal fit for 
Baltimore, where, in Fells Point, a 
fair bit of swashbuckling went on 
during the War of 1812. “I think 
people simply like to act like pirates 
because it’s a little release for them on 
the weekends,” says Joyce. “Pirates 
can behave however they like!” 

Now, Tschantret and co. lead trips 
geared toward both kids and adults. 
Tonight’s quest: a “bring your own 
grog” adventure for revelers 21 and 
up. Family-friendly trips —which 
feature more games, and no bottles 
of rum — take place on Saturdays 
and Sundays during the day. There’s

also a free pirate story time Fridays 
at 10 a.m. when the ship is docked 
at the Ann Street Pier. 

Tonight, however, ain’t kiddie 
book time. Booze cruisers, who 
range in age from their 20s to their 
50s, come aboard, bearing bottles of 
Captain Morgan’s rum and Miller 
Lite longnecks. Staffers help them 
into rogues regalia: colorful beaded 
necklaces, vests, bandannas and 
even an eye patch or two. “It’s funny, 
though; most adults come dressed 
already,” says Joyce. “We’ve had 
mermaids, Peter Pans and many 
Captain Jack Sparrows.” 

Then, as a reggae soundtrack 
blares from the ship’s speakers, “The 
Fearless” heads into the Harbor. 
During the hour-long venture, staff- 
ers lead passengers in shanty sing-a- 
longs, name games and a hysterical 
group dance — shiver me timbers 
— to Sugar Hill Gang’s “Apache.” 
The chorus pulses as Tschantret 
demos moves from “swabbing the 
deck” (hip sashays) to “raising the 
flag” (fist pumps). Yeah, it’s all a tad 
silly, but the drinks help, and so do 
the bold bandannas and beads. 

On children’s trips, the emphasis 
shifts to seafaring lore. “They learn 
how to talk, dance and sing like a 
pirate,” says Tschantret. “They also 
find out how to tie ropes, fight their 
enemies and defend treasure.” 

Like any good Errol Flynn flick, 
tonight’s grown-up cruise builds 
to an action-packed climax. The 
Fearless approaches the Inner 
Harbor shoreline, where couples on 
dates crowd outdoor cafe tables. 


But avast! As the vessel 
approaches this serene scene, dra- 
matic music blasts from its speakers. 
The passengers, now fully indoctri- 
nated, bellow a few “aarghs” and 
jockey for position behind the ship’s 
10 water cannons. OK, so this isn’t 
Blackbeard’s ride — these blasters 
work like giant water guns, not 
real firearms. Still, the tourists on 
paddle boats don’t stand a chance. 
They get soaked but still smile and 
wave at the Fearless’ crew. 

“Mad Dog Mike,” the motorboat- 
driving nemesis of the Fearless 
(played by Urban Pirate staffer 
Joe Miller) doesn’t get off as easy. 
The villain makes a beeline for the 
Fearless, shaking his pistol menac- 
ingly. Still, his tiny vessel makes him 
a floating duck for cannon target 
practice, and he’s soon sopping wet. 
Defeated, he speeds away. 

Huzzahs are heard on deck. 
High fives and cries of great victo- 
ry resound. As the ship approaches 
the dock, skull and crossbones still 
flying, you’d swear you heard a peg 
leg scrape the deck and a parrot 
squawk, kris coronado (express)

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Chomp into global 
culture and U.S. 
history in ethnic 
neighborhoods 

Forget about facing the hassle of 
packing, international air travel 
and the ridiculously low value of 
the dollar. 

Instead, head up 1-95 to 
Baltimore, where globe-trotting is 
as simple as walking a few blocks 
— Little Italy famously greets any- 
one who wanders east of the Inner 
Harbor. It’s bordered by the up- 
and-coming Spanish Town, and 
it’s not too far from the Polish and 
Ukrainian communities tucked into 
Fells Point and Patterson Park. And 
just a bit further east is Greektown, 
where old men sitting around card 
tables playing backgammon can 
make you lose track of which con- 
tinent you’re on altogether. 

“It began because we’re a port, 
and immigrants have to land some- 
where,” explains Anne Garside of 


the Maryland Historical Society. 

Indeed, many sources claim 
that Baltimore ranked second after 
Ellis Island as an entry point to the 
United States throughout the 19th 
century — millions of people’s first 
view of the country was Charm City. 
Quite a few of them, apparently, 
decided to stay put. 


There are hints of this histo- 
ry wherever you look, whether it’s 
Slainte Irish Pub (1702 Thames St.; 
Slaintepub.com) in Fells Point — 
where owner Patrick Russell has pho- 
tos of three of his Irish forebears on 
the walls — or the Jewish Museum 
of Maryland (15 Lloyd St. ,410 -732- 
6400; Jewishmuseummd.com), 


whose campus includes the Lloyd 
Street Synagogue, which dates 
back to 1845. 

Or, possibly, you’ll run into Peggy 
Friedman, who dons alacy white shirt 
and an indigo hat with matching 
feathers to lead the weekly immigra- 
tion tour (Saturdays at noon, April- 
November, $10) presented by the 


Preservation Society (812 S. Ann St., 
410-675-6750; Preservationsociety. 
com). “I’m dressed as an Irish immi- 
grant from the 1880s,” she’ll explain, 
before leading her group along the 
water near Fells Point to expound 
on the various tribes that landed in 
Baltimore — Acadians from Nova

Scotia, Haitians fleeing an upris- 
ing and then Germans, Irish, Poles, 
Ukrainians and more. 

The ones who decided to linger 
often established small communi- 
ties right around Fells Point. “This 
area offered immigrants the dream. 
There was housing, and jobs in can- 
ning, caulking and shipbuilding,” 
Friedman says. 

The proof is in the pierogies. As 
the tour strolls through Broadway 
Market, it’s hard not to drool over the 
sausages at Sophia’s Place. A simi- 
lar menu awaits over at Krakus Deli 
(1737 Fleet St.; Krakusdelibaltimore. 
com) and Ostrowski’s (524 S. 
Washington St.; Ostrowskifamous. 
homestead.com). 

The prevalence of these busi- 
nesses has everything to do with 
the proximity of St. Stanislaus 
Kostka, a Roman- Catholic church 
at the corner of Aliceanna and Ann 
streets. But though the building’s 
facade remains impressive — and a 
plaque details its importance to the 
city’s Polish residents since it was 
blessed and opened in 1880 — it’s 
been shuttered since 2000. 

Religion has formed the corner- 
stone of virtually all of Baltimore’s 
ethnic enclaves and is the factor that 
kept them from dispersing into the 
suburbs during the tumult of the 
last century. 

Just take a gander at Little 
Italy, especially on either the feast 
of St. Anthony (in June) or St. 
Gabriel (in August), when thou- 
sands flock there to gorge them- 
selves on meatball subs, chicken 
Parmesan, pizzelles and beer, and 
watch bocce ball tournaments 
on the outdoor court (902-904 
Stiles St.). None of it would exist if

it weren’t for St. Leo the Great (227 
S. Exeter St.; Littleitalymd.com). 
“It’s about keeping in touch with 
home and ancestry,” says Father 
Louis Rojas. 

The church runs the Pandola 
Adult Learning Center (914 Stiles 
St.; Pandola.baltimore.md.us) 
for anyone — of Italian ancestry 
or otherwise — to study the lan- 
guage, and opera, limoncello mak- 
ing, Mediterranean cooking and 
painting. 

But what surely attracts most 
people to the area are the end- 
less blocks of good Italian restau- 
rants. Germano’s Trattoria (300 S. 
High St., Germanostrattoria.com) 
boasts pasta demos. La Scala (1012 
Eastern Ave., Lascaladining.com) 
features an indoor bocce court, 
and Della Notte (801 Eastern Ave., 
Dellanotte.com) has a swinging 
piano bar, and all of them have 
divine food. For dessert, you can 
crowd into Vaccaro’s (222 Albemarle 
St., Vaccarospastry.com) or take 
your sweet tooth over to hidden 
gem Piedigrotta (319 S. Central St., 
Piedigrottabakery.com), which is 
owned by the man who claims to 
have invented tiramisu. 

Like Little Italy, Greektown 
has a two-track mind. “Our cul- 
ture really centers around food and 
the church,” says Jason Filippou, 
director of development for the 


Greektown CDC. By the latter, he 
means St. Nicholas (520 S. Ponca 
St.; Stnicholasmd.org), a Greek- 
Orthodox parish that remains 
popular with first-generation 
immigrants and hosts the region’s 
largest Hellenic festival every June. 
A community center currently 
under construction down the street 
promises to bring more revelry to 
the area via outdoor concerts and

cultural events. 

And just about everything in 
the area is done with a side of 
saganaki — Filippou wasn’t kid- 
ding about the zone’s emphasis 
on grub. Ikaros (4805 Eastern 
Ave.; Ikarosrestaurant.com) and 
Acropolis (4718 Eastern Ave.; 
Acropolisbaltimore.com) have 
been serving up moussaka since 
what feels like the beginning of 
time. Zorba’s (4710 Eastern Ave.) 
lures in customers with lamb spin- 


ning on a spit in the back. But it’s 
BYOB Samos (600 Oldham St., 
Samosrestaurant.com) where you’re 
most likely to face a wait. The hum- 
mus alone is worth it. 

Feeling thirsty? Duck into 
Byzantio (46l6 Eastern Ave.), a bar 
stocked with a swell selection of 
ouzos, where the tunes are straight 
out of Eurovision, the TV is tuned 
to Greek programming, and it’s 
common to see flying napkins. 
“Somebody likes the music, they 
throw a napkin,” explains Alex Dosis, 
whose father owns the joint. 

For a souvenir, you can’t beat 


Kentrikon (4704 Eastern Ave.; 
Kentrikon.com), a shop packed with 
Greek newspapers, christening can- 
dles and “Got Ouzo?” T-shirts. 

“This place is a family place that 
brings people together,” says owner 
Nitsa Morekas. 

The same could be said of one 
of Baltimore’s emerging ethnic 
neighborhoods, Spanish Town. It 
isn’t named for the nationality of its 
residents but rather their common 
language. And you’ll hear a lot of it 
if you head north on Broadway out 
of Fells Point, passing restaurants 
that serve up Mexican, Salvadoran 


and Ecuadorian food. 

“There’s a saying that Hispanics 
tend to be of many races, but it’s the 
same culture. They share the same 
music and core values,” says Charles 
Ramos, president of the Baltimore 
Hispanic Chamber. 

Certainly, everyone, regard- 
less of heritage, could get behind 
a visit to Arcos (129 S. Broadway, 
Restaurantearcos.com). Snag a table 
on the gorgeous back patio for an 
unbeatable location to enjoy enchi- 
ladas and margaritas, and bask in 
Baltimore’s continued multicultural 
legacy, vicky hallett (express)

Weathered cobblestones in Fells 
Point. Mount Vernon townhouses 
that look zapped in from “The Age 
of Innocence.” Creaky-yet-chic 
Victorian rowhouses in Federal 
Hill and Canton. Everywhere you 
look in Baltimore, there’s charac- 
ter and patina. It’s not surprising 
that, in this zone of centuries-old 
neighborhoods and quirky histo- 
ry, even the antiques stores seem 
cooler and more colorful than any 
Chippendale -hawking outfitter in 
Georgetown. 

“I think there’s a certain yearning 
for something that has a history, a 
provenance,” says Ben Riddleberger, 
co-owner of Houseworks, an eye- 
popping architectural salvage trove 
not far from Ravens Stadium. 
“Anyone can fill their house with 
beige and brown.” Indeed, it is a 
coloring outside the lines of sorts 
that propels Baltimore’s used- 
goods scene, where vintage men’s 
vests, antique church benches and 
kid’s books from the Little Lord 
Fauntleroy era are just some of the 
unexpected offerings. 

Fill Your House 

Credit the cheaper real estate 
or the glut of old fixer-uppers in 
these parts with Charm City’s 
wealth of architectural salvage out- 
lets. Riddleberger’s Housewerks 
(1415 Bayard St.; 410-685-8047; 
Housewerksalvage.com) is worth 
a trip just to ogle the space: a 1885 
gas valve house with soaring ceilings 
and moldings fit for a palace. 

Pieces here that would help 
rehab — or just reinvent — your 
pad range from lead glass windows 
hung from the rafters to a terrify- 
ing looking perm machine ($695) 
with octopus-like arms bearing lit- 
tle metal curlers. The spooky (yet 
clean) basement yields finds like a 
carnival sign reading “To Midway/ 
To Animal Land” and a metal fac- 
tory tripod light ($225) ready to 
be repurposed as a reading lamp.

“It becomes a new old thing,” says 
Riddleberger. 

A similar spirit of reinven- 
tion also rules nearby Second 
Chance Inc. (1400, 1501, 1600 and 
1645 Warner St.; 410-385-1101; 
Secondchanceinc.org), a series 
of cement-floored warehouses 
crammed with old church pews, 
cast-iron porch columns ($595 
each), fireplace mantels, a hodge- 
podge of furniture, and accesso- 
ries like a gilded Styrofoam bust of 
what seems to be a grouchy Trojan 
warrior ($25). 

“We’re trying to keep things out 
of the landfill,” says manager Lynn 
Fingles. “We get stuff from dona- 
tions and deconstructed houses.” 
This often makes for a wild range 
of merchandise. Recently spotted: 
a copper building facade with its 
original glass lights ($2,500) and 
a dark wood back bar ($9,000) 
straight out of an old Western. “We 
even had some stuffed lions in here 
a year ago,” says Fingles. 

Leftovers from the “Mad Men” 
era star at Home Anthology in 
Baltimore exurb Catonsville 
(91-95 MellorAve.; 410-744-0042; 
Homeanthology.com). In a white-

walled warehouse space, husband 
and wife collecting-crazy team Robe 
Degenhard and Nini Sarmiento 
traffic in low-slung, boxy sofas, 
Danish teak dining tables and 
chunky, funky lamps straight out 
of “The Brady Bunch.” Sarmiento 
thinks this clean-lined mid-centu- 
ry modern look appeals to custom- 
ers. “People like to mix things up. I 
think a lot of them shop at Pottery 
Barn and Crate & Barrel but add our 
pieces so they don’t feel like they’re 
walking into a time warp.”

Still, there are lots of finds here 
that suggest time travel might be 
a good idea, at least style-wise: a 
green-fronted George Nelson dresser 
($1,800), a skinny painting of New 
York City circa 1964 ($225) and a 
blocky Danish teak bar with a groovy 
mirrored interior ($850). 

Cover Your Bod 

As the home of John Waters — and 
the native habitat of “hons” (bee- 
hived women who haven’t yet given 
up the clothing of the 1960s) — 
Baltimore ranks as one of the best 
vintage clothing towns in the coun- 
try. (Plus, psst, it’s really cheap!) 

Waters himself used to shop for 
movie costumes at Killer Trash (602 
South Broadway; 410-625-2449). 
On a recent Saturday afternoon, 
the studio-apartment size Fells 
Point institution was packed with 
men’s and women’s clothing from 
the 1940s through the 1980s. We’re 
talking fringed leather jackets a la 
Fleetwood Mac circa 1973, striped 
tube tops and enough sequined 
sweaters ($20 and up) to outfit an 
army of Waters heroines. 

The spandex-clad clerk was 
patient and helpful as one client 
searched though cocktail dresses 
dangling from the ceiling, final- 
ly plucking out a turquoise flow- 
ered silk frock ($25) with a skirt 
full enough for a latter-day June 
Cleaver. 

The browsing is less intense 
at B-more’s newest vintage den. 
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Hats of past decades are on top again at Federal Hill’s bright Clothing Warehouse. 


Federal Hill’s light, bright Clothing 
Warehouse (1211 S. Charles St.; 410- 
244-6554; Clothingwarehouse. 
com). That’s because, says manag- 
er Whitney Ritchie, “We only take 
things that are in great shape, and 
we clean everything.” 

Sure, this means a little of the 
musty, scour-the-racks fun of trawl- 
ing for treasures disappears, but the 
merchandise here is good and easy 
to browse: dozens of pairs of color- 
ful sunglasses, a wall of weathered 
cowboy books, old logo T-shirts and 
a rack of 1970s vests in tweeds and 
corduroy ($14 each). “Those are 
blowing out of here with menswear 
being in for fall,” says Ritchie. 

Dresses, not surprisingly, shine 
here. Think a 1970s rayon frock with 
black and red flowers ($38) and 
an Audrey Hepburn-esque cock- 
tail mini number in black with a 
rhinestone-decked collar. “We sell 
so many for parties,” says Ritchie. 

Feed Your Mind 

Readers decades from their last 
bedtime story with Mom find their 
favorite kid tomes preserved and 
for sale behind the minty green 
windows at Drusilla’s Books (817 
N. Howard St.; 410-225-0277; 


Drusillasbooks.com). “I think people 
buy these old children’s books for 
nostalgia,” says owner Drusilla R 
Jones, who has been in the biblio biz 
since 1981. “In the past, bookmak- 
ers took so much loving care with 
the covers and illustrations.” 

Her Mount Vernon neighbor- 
hood shop, one of a number of long- 
time establishments on Baltimore’s 
Antique Row, is neatly lined with 
titles from childhoods gone by: dozens 
of Nancy Drew mysteries, Victorian 
fairy tales, and sweetly illustrated 
“Teeny Weenies” books from the early 
20th century that come across like 
early graphic novels. 

Honeyed wooden floors and a 
statue of a woman reading add to 
the warm, English country house 
feel here, as do a range of unusual 
old books meant for more mature 
readers: 1960s home remodeling 
guides ($3), English novels, an illus- 
trated guide to birds of the Bible 
and an 1873 leather-bound edition 
of the complete works of William 
Shakespeare ($1,600). 

Sure, some of this is dream 
library stuff But, says Jones, “All 
the books here are meant to be read 
and enjoyed. It’s not a museum.”
